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Wilmington firefighter files discrimination lawsuit

WILMINGTON - A thirteen- 
year veteran of the Wilmington 
Fire Department has filed a gen- 
der discrimination suit against 
the town, the fire chief, and a 
female dispatcher at the fire sta- 
tion, 

Last month firefighter Robert 
E. Vassallo, Jr. filed a civil suit 
against the Town of Wilmington, 
Fire Chief Daniel R. Stewart, and 
dispatcher Linda Abbott. His 
case, which is being fought by his 
father, Tewksbury Attorney 
Robert E. Vassallo, is built on 
claims alleging that all three par-

ties behaved in a discriminating 
manner during and following a 
charged incident in December, 
1996. 

According to Vassallo, his 
client approached Abbott on the 
afternoon of December 16, 1996 to 
ask her if she had some informa- 
tion regarding his sick time and 
vacation time that he had 
requested from her on a number 
of occasions. Chief Stewart had 
previously directed Vassallo, Jr. 
to refer to Abbott to answer such 
inquiries. There had been some 
tension between Vassallo, Jr. and 
Abbott in recent times because he 


Kidney donor back 
home and doing well

WILMINGTON “My brother is 
doing so good!” Ellen Davis said. 
She chose to donate one of her 
kidneys to her brother and they 
underwent transplant surgery on 
Tuesday January 18. “I don't 
regret my choice at all,” she 
added. 

Transplant surgery is some- 
what harder on the donor because 
of the extent of the cut, but the 
discomfort only lasts a short 
time. “Surgery went excellently,” 
Ellen said. Their hospital stay 
was a short four days, but recov- 
ery lasts a bit longer. “It’s been 
two weeks and I still can’t lift 
anything heavy. I need help get- 
ting out of bed, too,” she added. 

“When I saw my brother in the 
hospital after the surgery, I knew 
I'd made the right decision,” 
Ellen said. The kidney began 
functioning immediately. 

“I feel normal right now,” 
Thomas Giglio said. “I’m not tak- 
ing any pain medications. I’m 
even on the exercise bike.” He 
said that for years before the 
transplant he’d been tired and 
nauseous most of the time. “It got 
so that I thought it was a way of 
life for me,” Thomas said. “I got 
the gift of life back.” 

When Ellen arrived home 
Saturday, she immediately 
checked on all her animals. “I 
couldn’t be happier to be home,” 
she said. Her muscles are still a 
little sore, but each day her move- 
ments get a little easier. 

“Going up and down stairs is 
fine. It’s the bed that’s the prob- 
lem right now,” Ellen said. “I go 
slow. There’s a little pain, but it’s 
really a discomfort more than 


pain. I'm still finding my limits 
and trying to learn to live within 
them right now, but I have no 
patience. I can’t stand not getting 
in and out of bed or not taking 
care of the animals.” 

“You can't compare the before 
and after,” Thomas said. “I feel 
great. I have a new outlook on 
life.” He said that the difference 
is not easy to describe. “I can’t 
explain the difference,” he said. 
“It's unbelievable to be a normal 
human being.” He'd had a few 
weeks of dialysis before the 
surgery to ease the initial strain 
on the new kidney. “I’m energetic 
and active now. I look forward to 
each day,” Thomas added. 

“I highly recommend doing it. 
I can’t begin to explain what this 
does for someone who needs a 
transplant,” Thomas said. “Not 
to be hooked to machine for the 
rest of your life, it’s an incredible 
feeling.” 

“Day by day, it gets better,” 
Ellen said. “I couldn’t do much 
the first day, but now I’m moving 
much better. Everything takes 
time to heal.” She said that she 
couldn't have done this without 
the help of some very special peo- 
ple. Ellen’s army of friends 
include Betsy Wilson who took 
care of her cats and dog, 
Wilmington Police Officer 
Thomas McConologue who was 
assigned the care of the mini 
horses, and friend Len Sawyer 
had general everything duties, 
and officer Scott Sencabaugh cov- 
ered animal control emergencies. 
She also complemented Robin 
Davis, a very compassionate and 
caring nurse at the hospital, and 
Irene from Kitty Love Cat Shelter.

Stewart suspended 
Vassallo, Jr. for five working days 
for his role in the argument with 
Abbott.

Local dentist caps filling career

WILMINGTON - fe Ernest M. 
Wallent has a sign hanging in his 
kitchen at his home that reads, 
“Every tooth in a man’s head is 
more valuable to him than a dia- 
mond.” With its imagery of teeth 
and riches it is fitting to use this 
quote here because after forty- 
one years Dr. Wallent has retired 
from his dental practice at 384 
Middlesex Avenue. His patients, 
both longtime and recent, must 
say goodbye to a jewel in their 
crown. 

Dr. Wallent’s practice now 
belongs to Dr. Sevak 
Abrahamian, a graduate of 
Baltimore College of Dental 
Surgery. Dr. Abrahamian, who 
Dr. Wallent’s wife praises as “nice 
and conscientious,” has _partic- 
ipated in the Harvard Wide 
General Practice Residency pro- 
gram at Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital and Massachusetts 
General Hospital. The two gen- 
tlemen shook hands on the deal 
on January 19 while sitting across 
from each other at the dining 
room table in Dr. Wallent’s home. 

“It was a case of out-with-the- 
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old and in-with-the-new,” Dr. 
Wallent good-naturedly jokes. 

“I was a hellion when I was a 
child,” Dr. Wallent begins when 
asked to go back to his roots and 
tell the story of his decades-long 
battle against tooth decay. “I was 
just a typical youngster, very 
uncooperative. Our family den- 
tist told my parents to take me to 
another practice because he said 
he couldn’t handle me anymore. 
My mother ended up taking me to 
Dr. Jocoy.” 

“I really admired Dr Jocoy,” 
continues Dr. Wallent. “When I 
had my first experience going to 
him he didn’t take any nonsense. 
He told me to sit down, shut up, 
and open my mouth. I just fig- 
ured that I should do what he told 
me to do.” 

“I never gave Dr. Jocoy a hard 
time because when I first met 
him he laid down the law, and I 
respected that,” remembers Dr. 
Wallent. “By the time that I was 
ten years old I knew that I want- 
ed to be a dentist, and it was 
because of him.” 

Dr. Wallent never changed his 
mind, either. All throughout his 
teenaged years he was deter- 
mined to become a dentist and 
take a bite out of such oral mal- 
adies as gum disease. In his 1952 
high school yearbook the words 
“future dentist” were even printed 
underneath his picture. 

In the 1950’s he entered Tufts 
College in Medford. 

“This is a good one,” Dr. 
Wallent remembers. “During my 
freshman year of college I had to 
take a psychological exam that 
my guidance counselor required 
from all of his students. During

Wilmington firefighter files discrimination lawsuit

WILMINGTON - A thirteen 
year veteran of the Wilmington 
Fire Department has filed a gen- 
der discrimination suit against 
the town, the fire chief, and a 
female dispatcher at the fire sta- 
tion. 

Last month firefighter Robert 
E. Vassallo, Jr. filed a civil suit 
against the Town of Wilmington, 
Fire Chief Daniel R. Stewart, and 
dispatcher Linda Abbott. His 
case, which is being fought by his 
father, Tewksbury Attorney 
Robert E. Vassallo, is built on 
claims alleging that all three par-

ties behaved in a discriminating 
manner during and following a 
chargéd incident in December, 
1996. 

According to Vassallo, his 
client approached Abbott on the 
afternoon of December 16, 1996 to 
ask her if she had some informa- 
tion regarding his sick time and 
vacation time that he had 
requested from her on a number 
of occasions. Chief Stewart had 
previously directed Vassallo, Jr. 
to refer to Abbott to answer such 
inquiries. There had been some 
tension between Vassallo, Jr. and

Kidney donor back 
home and doing well

WILMINGTON “My brother is 
doing so good!” Ellen Davis said. 
She chose to donate one of her 
kidneys to her brother and they 
underwent transplant surgery on 
Tuesday January 18. “I don't 
regret my choice at all,” she 
added. 

Transplant surgery is some- 
what harder on the donor because 
of the extent of the cut, but the 
discomfort only lasts a short 
time, “Surgery went excellently,” 
Ellen said. Their hospital stay 
was a short four days, but recov- 
ery lasts a bit longer. “It’s been 
two weeks and I still can't lift 
anything heavy. I need help get- 
ting out of bed, too,” she added. 

“When I saw my brother in the 
hospital after the surgery, I knew 
I'd made the right decision,” 
Ellen said. The kidney began 
functioning immediately. 

“I feel normal right now,” 
Thomas Giglio said. “I’m not tak- 
ing any pain medications. I’m 
even on the exercise bike.” He 
said that for years before the 
transplant he’d been tired and 
nauseous most of the time. “It got 
so that I thought it was a way of 
life for me,” Thomas said. “I got 
the gift of life back.” 

When Ellen arrived home 
Saturday, she immediately 
checked on all her animals. “I 
couldn't be happier to be home,” 
she said. Her muscles are still a 
little sore, but each day her move- 
ments get a little easier. 

“Going up and down stairs is 
fine. It’s the bed that’s the prob- 
lem right now,” Ellen said. “I go 
slow. There's a little pain, but it’s 
really a discomfort more than 


pain. I’m still finding my limits 
and trying to learn to live within 
them right now, but I have no 
patience. I can’t stand not getting 
in and out of bed or not taking 
care of the animals.” 

“You can't compare the before 
and after,” Thomas said. “I feel 
great. I have a new outlook on 
life.” He said that the difference 
is not easy to describe. “I can't 
explain the difference,” he said. 
“It's unbelievable to be a normal 
human being.” He’d had a few 
weeks of dialysis before the 
surgery to ease the initial strain 
on the new kidney. “I’m energetic 
and active now. I look forward to 
each day,” Thomas added. 

“I highly recommend doing it. 
I can't begin to explain what this 
does for someone who needs a 
transplant,” Thomas said. “Not 
to be hooked to machine for the 
rest of your life, it's an incredible 
feeling.” 

“Day by day, it gets better,” 
Ellen said. “I couldn’t do much 
the first day, but now I'm moving 
much better. Everything takes 
time to heal.” She said that she 
couldn’t have done this without 
the help of some very special peo- 
ple. Ellen's army of friends 
include Betsy Wilson who took 
care of her cats and dog, 
Wilmington Police Officer 
Thomas McConologue who was 
assigned the care of the mini 
horses, and friend Len Sawyer 
had general everything duties, 
and officer Scott Sencabaugh cov- 
ered animal control emergencies. 
She also complemented Robin 
Davis, a very compassionate and 
caring nurse at the hospital, and 
Irene from Kitty Love Cat Shelter.

Local dentist caps filling career

WILMINGTON - Dr. Ernest M. 
Wallent has a sign hanging in his 
kitchen at his home that reads, 
“Every tooth in a man’s head is 
more valuable to him than a dia- 
mond.” With its imagery of teeth 
and riches it is fitting to use this 
quote here because after forty- 
one years Dr. Wallent has retired 
from his dental practice at 384 
Middlesex Avenue. His patients, 
both longtime and recent, must 
say goodbye to a jewel in their 
crown. 

Dr. Wallent’s practice now 
belongs to Dr. Sevak 
Abrahamian, a graduate of 
Baltimore College of Dental 
Surgery. Dr. Abrahamian, who 
Dr. Wallent's wife praises as “nice 
and conscientious,” has partic- 
ipated in the Harvard Wide 
General Practice Residency pro- 
gram at Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital and Massachusetts 
General Hospital. The two gen- 
tlemen shook hands on the deal 
on January 19 while sitting across 
from each other at the dining 
room table in Dr. Wallent’s home. 

“It was a case of out-with-the- 
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old and in-with-the-new,” Dr. 
Wallent good-naturedly jokes. 

“I was a hellion when I was a 
child,” Dr. Wallent begins when 
asked to go back to his roots and 
tell the story of his decades-long 
battle against tooth decay. “I was 
just a typical youngster, very 
uncooperative. Our family den- 
tist told my parents to take me to 
another practice because he said 
he couldn’t handle me anymore. 
My mother ended up taking me to 
Dr. Jocoy.” 

“I really admired Dr Jocoy,” 
continues Dr. Wallent. “When I 
had my first experience going to 
him he didn’t take any nonsense. 
He told me to sit down, shut up, 
and open my mouth. I just fig- 
ured that I should do what he told 
me to do.” 

“I never gave Dr. Jecoy a hard 
time because when I first met 
him he laid down the law, and I 
respected that,” remembers Dr. 
Wallent. “By the time that I was 
ten years old I knew that I want- 
ed to be a dentist, and it was 
because of him.” 

Dr. Wallent never changed his 
mind, either. All throughout his 
teenaged years he was deter- 
mined to become a dentist and 
take a bite out of such oral mal- 
adies as gum disease. In his 1952 
high school yearbook the words 
“future dentist” were even printed 
underneath his picture. 

In the 1950’s he entered Tufts 
College in Medford. 

“This is a good one,” Dr. 
Wallent remembers. “During my 
freshman year of college I had to 
take a psychological exam that 
my guidance counselor required 
from all of his students. During 
my session with him I told Me 
that I wanted to be a dentist. He 
told me that my test scores sug- 
gested that I become either an 
athletic coach or a clergyman.”

Dr. Wallent merely concluded 
that such professions had nothing 
to do with the sport of dentistry, 
so he didn’t let his test scores 
alter the faith he put into the 
course of his career. 

“I made no bones about it,” he 
says. “I wanted to be a dentist.” 

Sure enough, after making the 
Dean’s List in just two years, Dr. 
Wallent applied to Tufts Dental 
School. 

“I can remember when I had 
my interview at the old Tufts 
Dental School that was on Harris 
Street,” he recalls. “I was in a 
fraternity at the time, and this 
interview was scheduled during 
Hell Week. I was supposed to be 
‘kidnapped’ by some of my frater- 
nity brothers, but there was no 
way that I was going to let them 


do that to me.” 

At three o’clock on the morn- 
ing of his interview, Dr. Wallent’s 
fraternity brothers did indeed try 
and ‘kidnap’ him. Little did they 
know they had been messing with 
the rong guy, a young man who 
since childhood had been deter- 
mined to become a world-class 
dentist. Needless to say, Dr. 
Wallent fought his way out of the 
kidnapping attempt and made it 
in time for his interview. Later 
that day he received the news 
that he had passed the drill and 
been accepted into dental school. 

What did Dr. Wallent find most 
challenging about dental school? 

“Gross Anatomy,” he answers. 
“We had to dissect cadavers. I

Sightings are up! A sign of Spring?

It is gratifying to see steadily 
increasing “birding” interest in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury this 
winter. My phone was very active 
in January, with no less than 24 
calls from folks wanting to chat 
about birds in their back yards 

The photo accompanying this 
column was taken by Bob Kelley, 
Janet Avenue, in Tewksbury. Us- 
ing a long lens, Bob snapped this 
shot of an immature broad winged 
hawk standing on a fence at the 
back edge of his yard. Bob also 
reported regular visitations of tur- 
keys wandering around his neigh- 
borhood. Nice photo, Bob! 

In my last column, I mentioned 
that red bellied woodpeckers were 
not evident this winter in our towns. 
Only Sandra Day, Houghton Road, 
in Wilmington had reported a “red 
belly” through December. (Take a 
minute to check out this very at- 
tractive bird in your bird book. See 
page 191 in Peterson's Eastern 
Birds.) Turns out that there are 
plenty of red bellied woodpeckers 
hereabouts. This newcomer to east- 
erm Massachusetts appears to be 
expanding its range northward due 
to the relatively mild winters over 
the last dozen or so years.

The anti-gun lobby argues that 
the amendment creates a “collec- 
tive” right to bear arms. They read 
the amendment as granting the 
states the right to create state mili- 
tias, composed of volunteers, such 
as the National Guard. Pro-gun 
groups. chief among them the Na- 
tional Rifle Association, argue that 
since the right to keep and bear 
arms is reserved for the people, 
then gun ownership is an “indi- 
vidual” right, just as all of the other 
rights reserved for the people in the 
bill of rights. 

The anti-gun lobby’s argument 
fails for two important reasons. 
First, the militias referred to are 
local, citizen organized and led 
militias, a perfect example being 
the men who stood and fought on 
Lexington green in April, 1775.

was not my forte. I passed the 
course, but the whole time my 
feeling was ‘give me the teeth.” I 
wanted to work with the mouth.” 

By the time that Dr. Wallent 
graduated from dental school in 
1959 he had been married to his 
wife, Louise (McDebitt), a native 
of Wilmington, for three years. 
By the time he finally received 
his diploma, the two of them had 
two lovely daughters to go with it 


Louise Wallent, a 1955 graduate of 
Boston College, is a registered 
nurse. 


Before the ink on his degree 
was even dry, Dr. Wallent signed 
a two-year contract with the U.S. 
Navy in order to both serve his 
country and avoid the draft 

“I joined the Navy, but I didn’t 
get to see the world because I 
spent the whole two years sta- 
tioned in Charlestown,” says Dr. 
Wallent, who has visited 49 of our 
50 states, but so far has not set 


foot in Europe. 

In the early stages of his 
career, Dr. Wallent yearned to 
return to his home town of 
Brockton to set up his practice. 

“I grew up in Brockton, and I 
knew everybody there, so Louise 
and I moved there in anticipation 
of setting up my busines: 
Dr. Wallent. 

Purchasing a home-office com- 
bination on Main Street in 
Brockton proved as difficult as 
sitting through a root canal, how- 
ever, so the Wallents packed their 
bags and moved to Wilmington. 

“In September of 1960 we 
signed a lease from John Elia, 
and we rented some office space 
from him on Middlesex Avenue,” 
remembers Dr. Wallent. “At the 
time I was still in the service and 
living in Brockton. When we first 
saw our new office the room was 
bare. There was a dirt floor, and 
there was no plumbing or elec- 
tricity. There were no partitions

or toilets. The place was just a 
shell.” 
Seven months later, the 


Wallents had moved into a house 
on Lawrence Street in Wilmington 
and held an open house at the 
new practice. 

“At first I didn’t have many 
patients,” remembers Dr. 
Wallent. “Back then there wasn't 
any advertising. Dentists were 
regulated by the rules of the 
Massachusetts Dental Society. 
We were only allowed to advertise 
one ad in the paper for three 
weeks.” 

That was, of course, over forty 
years ago. Like baby teeth that 
come and go, things change. 
Then again, some things stay the 
same. The fluoridation of the 
town water was a major issue in 
Wilmington back when Dr, 
Wallent first started his practice 
in the early 1960's. Now that he 
has completed his career, the hot- 
button issue has popped up again. 

What are his thoughts on fluo- 
ridation, which will once again 
face a tough vote at the Town 
Meeting in April? 

“I was for fluoridation since 
Day One,” says Dr. Wallent. “I 
am still in favor of it. 
Fluoridation was an issue way 
back in 1962 when I had just start- 
ed my practice, so it’s a little like 
deja-vu to see it be addressed 
again. All those years ago I put 
an article in the Town Crier that 
said that a vote against fluorida- 
tion is a vote to have your teeth 
rot. This time around, though, I 
won't interfere on the issue. I'll 
have no part of it.” 

Does Dr. Wallent wish to offer 
any final words of wisdom to his 
former patients and everyone else 
in town who brushes daily? 

“Flossing is a must,” states Dr. 
Wallent. “It’s best to do it fives 


nights a week. When you get a j 
splinter in your finger, you take it 
out, right? By the next day your 
finger is healed. It’s the same 
thing with the plaque in between 
your teeth, When you floss at 
night, you get out all of those { 
‘splinters’ in between your teeth, 
so when the morning comes your 
gums are healed. It is never good 
to floss in the morning because 
two hours later you'll just have 
buildup in between your teeth 
from the food you have eaten.” 
“I had a sign hanging in all of 
the operating rooms where we did 
dental work that said, ‘You don't 
have to floss all of your teeth, just 
the ones you want to keep’,” adds

Jaw passes Senate 


di) BOSTON - Tewksbury's State 
Senator Sue Tucker has announced 
ithe passage of a Senate bill that

ghucker said the current stalking 
iw is inadequate to protect victims 
yjHi0 do not know their harasser 
5, There are ordinary people 
Whose daily lives are marred by 
‘fear of stalkers,” Tucker said. “This

tee] helpless under the currentstalk- 
ing laws, providing victims with 
the legal tools necessary to fight 
Wack.” 
JUnder current Massachusetts 
Jaw, a perpetrator must pose a 
threat of imminent fear of death or 
bodily harm in order to be pros- 
révuted for the crime of “stalking.” 
Harassing behavior, such as the 
kind suffered by Sandra Berfield of 
the recent Everett package bomb- 
‘ing case, is not prohibited under the 
ghalking statute, despite the obvi- 
gus anxiety and fear it generates 


Inaddition, victims of stalking have 
not been able to obtain the stron- 
gest type restraining order whichis 
now available only to victims of 
domestic violence. 

This legislation amends the cur- 
rent stalking law in two ways. It 
will allow stalking victims to obtain 
the same protective orders that are 
available to victims of domestic 
violence. If the perpetrator violates 
those orders, he or she is subject to 
expedient criminal prosecution and 
jail time. Secondly, it will create a 
new crime of “criminal harass- 
ment.” This provision will protect 
people who have been victim to a 
pattern of harassing behavior that 
causes substantial emotional alarm, 
stress, and fear. Those convicted of 
criminal harassment are subject to 
imprisonment for up to three years 
in State prison, two anda half years 
in the house of correction, and/or a 
fine of $1000.

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Another buzzer beater 


Controversial call nixes 
second half surge

Last year they spent more time 
seeing the doctor than they did on 
the court. This season they can't 
buy a break for the life of them. 

Tuesday night became another 
nudge in the back for the Wilming- 
ton High boys basketball team 
Down by a point with 6 seconds to 
goin front of a very large and noisy 
crowd, Eric Swiezynski unleashed 
a three-point try with two seconds 
to go. As the ball was released the 
whistle blew.

Wilmington fell to 8-6 overall, snap- 
ping a 4-game winning streak. But 
this loss is the team's fifth one by 


less than four points. It was also 
the fourth game that saw Swiezynski 
go for the game ending shot, one 
hitting, the other three missing. 

"You don't make a call like that 
with three seconds to go in the 
game, 35 feet away from the bas- 
ket," said head coach Jim McCune. 
"Those two guys are very good 
officials too. But with five seconds 
left, you let the kids determine the 
game. 

"Sooner or later we are going to 
get one of these and get over that 
hump. I thought we had it when 
Eric hit that three-pointer with a 
player in his face [with 19 seconds 
left] but we didn't. Now we are just 
going to concentrate on getting our 
10 wins to put us in the state tourna- 
ment." 

Wilmington proved that they can 
play with the best of them. This 
was the second time they played 
Newburyport and started off mis- 
erably, fought back by outplaying 
them in the second half, and fell 
short at the end. 

The first time these two teams 
hooked up, Wilmington trailed 16-0, 
came back and lost by three. On 


Tuesday they trailed 7-0, missed 
their first 8 field goals and then 
trailed 26-10. But once again they 
got some superb efforts to get them 
back into the game. 

"It was a slow start again. You 
try not to play it up, but the kids get 
nervous," said McCune. 

Downby double digits, Tim Riley 
hit three straight baskets to close 
out the half trailing 32-25. Then 
came the second half. Swiezynski 
who had just 4 points and ran into 
foul trouble in the first half, was 
absolutely magical in the second, 
scoring 18 of his 22 points, including 
two from downtown. Sean Quigley 
who was 1-for-9 from the floor in the 
first half, hit his first 4 shots on his 
way to a nice 12 point night. Kyle 
Hendricks and Riley who share that 
small forward position, combined 
for 13 points, including Hendrick's 
7 off the bench.

According to Vidoli, the 
enforcement procedures are 
mandated by a national organi 
zation. She added that a com 
plaint can be initiated through 
the MAR or EMAR by the con. 
sumer, 

“Training for real estate 
agents coming into the organiza 
tion consists of a good part of 
familiarity with ethics,” Vidoli 
said. 

She noted that the ethics 
courses are not mandated as 
Continuing Education Unit 
requirements but the association 
continually provides update ses- 
sions. 

MAR President Fred Meyer, 
of Cambridge based University 
Realty Trust, explained that a 
complaint by the consumer or 
anybody else starts a three part 
process which includes: a 
grievance panel; mediation ses- 
sion; and binding arbitration. 

Meyer noted that in one 
recent case, the REALTOR 
wrote a check to the com- 
plainent before the process got 
to the mediation session. 

He explained that the

Police watch in 
Burlington 

"Civilian police academies 
began with notable interest two 
years ago, but since then have 
declined in popularity, according 
to Chief William Soda; he likes to 
think it is because the public has 
confidence in the department,” 
notes the Burlington edition of the 
"Daily Times Chronicle." 

"He applies the same reason: 
ing to the fact that the depart- 
ment has not really received a lot 
of feedback on the Neighborhood 
Watch program. "'Maybe people 
are pleased, maybe they are start- 
ing to understand how the depart- 
ment performs,” said Soda, in an 
interview in his office. 

"We have a unique communi- 
ty,” said Soda. “We don't have a 
lot of response to that 
(Neighborhood Watch pro 
gram)...We have a lot of two- 
income families. Maybe because 
of that, it is difficult for them to 
be overly involved.” 

"Soda, who began in the 
department as a patrolman in 
1974, said, “We haven't had a civil- 
ian academy in over a year.” "The 
first academy drew 25 partici- 
pants, he said; the second had 12. 
The third academy drew six atten- 
dees, and there was another acad- 
emy advertised three or four 
months later,” Soda said, and no 
one attended. 

"Maybe they want us to do 
something different,” the chief 
stated 

"There are substantial costs 
involved with officers who have to 
run the event”, Soda said, “and 
with six people or less attending, I 
really can't justify it (the 
expense ).”

oral medications to reduce the 
bacteria to safe levels, thereby 
preventing decay and gum dis- 
ease before it begins. 

*Remineralization 

It is now possible to stop the 
early signs of decay from 
becoming a cavity by remineral- 
izing the tooth, which replaces 
the minerals destroyed by decay 
(demineralization) on the tooth 
surface. ‘This process can be 
facilitated by the user of pre- 
scription toothpaste, antimicro- 
bial mouthrinse, and special 
chewing gum that helps 
strengthen and restore tooth 
enamel,” said Dr. Guyton.

Q: I am building several out- 
door projects with pressure- 
treated wood. I’ve been told 
that the wood should be 
stained. I was under the im- 
pression that pressure-treated 
wood would last in its natural 
state for years — just the way 
it comes from the lumber 
dealer. 

A: Outdoor or pressure- 
treated lumber is treated with 
chemicals to resist decay and 
insect attack. This procedure 
permits the consumer and 
forest industry to make use of 
inferior grades of lumber, rath- 
er than increasing the demand 
for redwood, cedar or cypress. 
But unlike species of timber 
that are naturally decay- and 
insect-resistant, these lesser 
species have more pronounced 
grain and are more prone to 
splinter and crack than red- 
wood or cedar. So, even though 
the wood is treated, it is best to 
apply a stain — or at least a 
water repellent — as soon as 
your project is dry enough to 
take stain. 

The first tip for working 
with pressure-treated lumber is 
to let it dry before using it. 
Other woods such as redwood 
and cedar are dry when you 
buy them. But lumber that has 
been treated has been injected 
with massive amounts of 
chemicals and water. For wood 
that will be in ground contact, 
these liquids penetrate the 
wood completely. 

If possible, handpick your 
own wood at the lumber dealer. 
Select lumber that looks 
straight and true and is lighter 
and drier to the touch. These 
pieces have less water content 
and will be ready to use 
sooner. For very heavy lum- 
ber, understand that the extra 
weight you feel is fluid weight 
and will evaporate out in time.

Stack wet lumber on a flat sur- 
face such as a driveway or 
patio, use spacers between 
boards to let air circulate, and 
check the wood for weight and 
by touch for moisture. We have 
let pressure-treated lumber sit 
for four or more weeks in 90 
degrees F weather until it was 
dry enough to use without 
shrinking. 

When the wood is dry, it 
may be too hard to nail. Pre- 
drill holes for nails to avoid 
splitting the lumber.
